Mexico, and storied back 
to the border,* the Chinese colony in 
that section packed their belongings 
onto wagons, carts and burros and 
trailed out behind the American ex­ 


peditionary force. They feared Villa 
and his bandits would carry out their 
threats to kill all Chinese in Mexico 
and General Pershing gave them per­ 
mission to proceed to 
the 
border 
with his column. 
Arriving at Columbus. N. M., the 
Chinese were placed In an intern­ 
ment camp until arrangements were 
made between represntotives of the 
united States immigration depart­ 
ment, tho Chinese government and 
the tongs to which the Chinese be­ 
long for their transfer to San Anton­ 
io. Here they were allotted to the 
army camps and posts where they do 
all classes of work for the army and 
do it well.

serious problem to be solved in the 
not far-distant future. 
The situation in the United States 
has reached an 
interesting 
stage. 
W ithin the last ten years, the popu­ 
lation has increased about 
15 
per 
cent w hile the herds of the nation 
which brought the m eat industry to 
its present high development have de­ 
clined 20 per cent. In Europe the 
condition is even more serious be­ 
cause of depletion due to the war. 
Australia and New Zealand continne 
to produce great quantities of meat, 
bat the distance to the congested 
centers of population adds mach to 
the expense of marketing. South Am­ 
erica's vast fields and splendid herb­ 
age, therefore jure being looked to as 
the source of supply, now as well as 
after the war. 
Angentiaa is today the most im­ 
portant beef producing country in 
the world, Recording to a review of 
meat packing in Sooth America by 
the L&tin-American Division of the 
Borean of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce. Uruguay also is becoming 
a center of the industry and Brazil, 
Paraguay, Colombia and Venezuela 
to a less extent. Out of a total of 
915,641 tons of beef, mutton and 
Iamb produced In 1916, Argentina 
produced 436,405 tons, New Zealand 
and Australia 262,176 tons, the Unit­ 
ed States 80,522 tons, Uruguay 43,- 
895 tons, Brazil 33,571 tons, Canada 
21,723 tons and other countries the 
remaider. 
Development of cattle breeding in 
South America has been a direct re­ 
sult of the discovery of refrigeration. 
Until the practice of freezing mea: 
was introduced. 
South 
American 
commerce in meat was negligible, be­ 
ing confined to the shipment of low 
grade smoked or salted 
beef, 
for 
which there was little sale. When 
American and British capital estab­ 
lished plants in Argentina and Uru­ 
guay. and later In other countries 
for freezing or chining meat so that 
it could be shipped fresh across the 
ocean, commanding high prices and 
being in great demand, native ranch­ 
men began to improve their stock by 
the introduction of thoroughbreds.
